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Hijacked Japanese Jet 
Fired On From Ground 



-SEOUL (UPI)- Fifteen radi- 
cal Japanese students who 
hijacked a Japanese airliner, 
with swords and daggers held 
100 persons hostage in the 
locked airliner at Seoul airport 
tonight and threatened to blow 
themselves up with bombs if 
they were not taken to 
Communist North Korea. 

The students seized the plane 
in Japan and ordered the pilot 
to fly to North Korea. But the 
pilot turned back to Seoul when 
he encountered ground fire over 
the North. Seoul • authorities 
staged an elaborate ruse to 
convince the 15 students they 
were in Pyongyang, but they 
failed. 

"This is Pyongyang and we 
welcome you," loudspeakers 
blared as the Japanese Air 
Lines Boeing 727 with the 15 
hijackers, seven crewmen and 
93 passengers landed at Seoul. 
South Korean soldiers in 
Communist uniforms took up 
positions alongside the plane 
but the pirates were not fooled. 
Dawn Takeoff 

South Korean Defense Minis- 
ter Chung Nae-hiuk said the 
pilot of the Boeing trijet had 
notified the airport control 
tower he would take off at 
dawn for Pyongyang, the 
capital of North Korea. 

The hijackers threatened to 
blow up the aircraft with 
bombs they have in case the 
hijacking falls," the pilot 
radioed. "Please do not bring 
people near the aircraft . . ."' 
He said the hijackers Indicated 
they would wait ."three or four 
days" if necessary before 
blowing up the plane.

They were identi- 
fied as the Rev. Daniel S. 
MacDonald, a Roman Catholic 
priest in Japan, originally from 
San Francisco, and Herbert

Objections Lacking As

Mayor Frank Feldtman said,

have studied this budget since 
last fall.

In the general fund, the 
budget for the Street Depart- 
ment is nearly doubled and a 
massive street program this, 
year is planned. 

'Also, the Police Department 
budget has been increased from 
1288,744 to $381,650, allowing 
department expansion wifh^ the 
hiring of about five new officers 
and the addition of a new patrol 
car. 

Additional police equipment 
will also be purchased. 

The new budget also includes 
a five per cent increase to all 
city employes. The 1969 budget 
expenditure was tl.394.491 in 



the general fund, while the 197) 
estimate is $1, 927,309. 

The budget for the Recreation 
Department and swimming 
pool is also being increased to 
allow for an expanded city 
recreation program. 

The total budget reflects the 
general operating fund and 
special funds and increases 
from the 1969 budget are for 
urban renewal work in the 
downtown area and the work at 
Dierke's Lake at Shoshone 
Falls, in addition to the pay hike 
for employes. 

Actual revenue for 1969 was 
$2,777,727, and the anticipated 
expenditure for 1970 is the total 
budget of $3,192,735 and the 
Council cannot' exceed this 
amount. 

The total budget is within the 
limitations of House Bill 304. 
'which holds a taxing unit to 
four per cent budget increase 
annually. Last year the city had

t How to turn a refreshingly 
simplistic concept into a practical, 
economical model is the goal some \ 
scientists have set for themselves 
in the race to find an answer to the 
solid refuse disposal problem 
before tHfe nation grinds to a halt — 
strangled by its mountains of re- 
fuse. 

Two scientists from the Atomic 
Energy Commission, Bernard J. 
Eastlund and William C. Gough, 
have proposed the ultimate to the 
disposal problem. That is, to 
employ controlled thermonuclear 
reaction not only to vaporize un- 
wanted solids but transpose them 
into electrified particles of their 
constituent elements. 

The result would be to break 



down any item into its basic 
elements and then gather these 
raw materials to be reused over 
and over again. What makes the 
process seem feasible are ad- 
vances made by both the United 
States and the Soviet Union toward 
achieving controlled ther- 
monuclear reactions— to use the 
_ energy of the H-bomb to produce 
virtually unlimited electrical 
power without any by-products of 
radioactive waste or thermal 
pollution. 1 

This is an exciting challenge, one 
which should be pursued un- 
stintingly as offering a Utopian 
solution to one of the world's most 
serious problems. 1 ,

Expensive Lesson 



The Santa Barbara oil spill of 
January, 1969, was, in the light of 
drilling experience in the channel 
up to that time, an unforeseeable 
accident,' a fluke response by 
Mother Earth to man's intrusions 
into her thin skin that took even 
government geologists by surprise. 
This sort of thing happens. 
The February . 1970. sdUI in the 
Gulf of Mexico off Louisiana-? 
called a much worse disaster than 
ara by Secret ar y of th e 
Interior Walter J. Hickel— was 
however, apparently both 
foreseeable and preventable. 

This sort of thing definitely does 
not have to happen. 

Hickel has accused the Chevron 
Oil Company, operator of the still 
incontroued well, of some 137 
separate violations of federal 
drilling regulations in its bloc of 
weHs- in this area. 

Cbief*of these was the company's 
unauthorized removal of a 
downhold storm choke (a safety 
device^to stop oil flow when it 
begins surging) on the well" 
' responsible for a massive oil slick 
endangering coastal wildlife 1 and 
fisheries. He believes this to be the 
possible cause of the fire which 
struck the well on Feb. 10, followed 
by a runaway gusher that at its, 
height leaked 1,000 barrels of crude 
oil a day into the waters of the Gulf. 
According to William T. Pecora, 



head of the U.S. Geological Survey, 
the choke evidently was removed 
because it was reducing production 
on the well. 

Talk about the kingdom lost for 
want of a nail. For want of a $1,000 
choke, Chevron bgan losing $1 
million a day in lost production and 
clean-up costs. It could also face 
fines of $2,000 a day for each of the 
137 violations if the government 
prosecutes, plus many millions of 
dollars in liability claims, ^ 

A company spokesman has 
stated that a storm choke would not 
necessarily have prevented the 
fire. 

But the presence of d choke 
certainly would not have caused it. 

It may not be provable that a 
choke would have prevented this 
disaster. The burden of proving the 
contrary, however, rests with the 
company, which is in a very poor 
position to defend itself. 

With or without government 
prosecution, with or without the 
public's growing alarm' over 
pollution and its wearing patience 
with those who cause it, this latest 
oil spill spectacular has taught the 
oil industry— all industry— a 
fundamental lesson in economics 
that should never have been needed 
to be taught: Shortcutting on safety 
to enhance immediate profits can 
be exceedingly expensive in the 
long run.

A compromise pay-reform 
bill worked out by Rademacher, 
Blount, and Rep.

Indeed, with the pressure now 
on the President, congress and 
Rademacher, the other union 
leaders are off the hook with 
their past record obscured.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - 
Sources close to President 
Thieu in Saigon have informed 
this reporter they believe it will 
be feasible for the United States 
to withdraw 12,000 to 12,500 men 
a month from South Vietnam. 

The 12,000 to 12,500-a-month 
rate would take out ap- 
proximately 50,000 ever four 
months. 

This would bring our an ad- 
ditional 80,000 U.S. troops by 
election day this November. 

These are understood to be 
conservative estimates. No one 
wants to draw down U.S. forces 
with optimistic rapidity, then be 
forced to throw men back in. 
ifidt would have a deadly effect 
on U.S. opinion in the months 
leading up to the 1970 
congressional elections. 

( Saigon watches American 
public opinion and election 
effects in the United States as 
closely as President Nixon 
does. ) 

It is to be noted that what's 
written here is Saigon 
thinking— not Nixon's. But 
these are the men whose futures 
are on the line if they guess 
wrong. 

At this time, these Saigon 
sources believe, this 12.000 to 
. 12,500-a-month withdrawal pace 
could safely be kept up until 
American forces in Vietnam , 
have been cut to roughly 
300.000. 

According to the above 
calculation* this would take 
about 11 months But there is 
some feeling the 300,000 figure 
could safely be accomplished in 
nine months or by mid-January 
next year. 

Thus it would be possible 
between April 1 and sometime 
in early November to announce 
troop ceiling cuts (to be effected 
by mid-January 1971) totaling 
something over 134,000 men'. 
-This would be on top of the 
115,500 reductions announced 
between June, 1969, and March, 
1970. That adds up to a grand 
total of 249,500 in withdrawals to 
be announced by election dav. 

(The ceiling' on U!ST forces in 
Vietnam was 549,500 in June, 
1969. The number of troops 
actually there was about 
540,500. Nixon then ordered a 
series of reductions. These will 
bring the celling down to 434,000 
is April 15.) .

Battering a 4-year-old child— 
and I use the word with 
deliberation— Is a sorry way to 
"reprimand." 

Having experienced the 
tribulations of child-rearing 
myself, I think an occasional 
spank, In the place nature 
provided for spanking, can have 
its uses, if not overdone. 

But the head? Never! 
Whether you call it slapping, 
cuffing, or hitting, don't do it. It 
Is cruel and can be dangerous. 
It shows a lack of self-control on 
the parent's part, as well as a 
lack of judgment. . 

A child's hearing can be 
damaged. A misdirected blow 
(perhaps as the child tries to 
dodge) can affect the eyes or 
nose. Dislocations can occur, as 
in the spine. A "slap" may not 
sound like a blow, but the open 
hand, swung hard, can be a very 
severe jolt Indeed, and a con- 
cussion Is not impossible. 

Quite aside from risk of 



physical damage, a blow to the 
head Is not Interpreted by 
anyone, Including a small child, 
in the same way a restrained 
spanking is. 

A child can understand a 
spanking, when deserved. 
Cuffing the head can instilll 
deep resentment. I am sure 
your husband does not want that 
to happen.

I find myself 
wondering what sorts of errors 
they commit and why they so 
consistently goof. 

After all. there is a limit to 
the variety of errors a farmer 
can make. I should think that 
by now Soviet farmers would 
have made them all and would 
have learned not to repeat 
them.

don'ts" which Soviet farmers 
might find helpful.

These pesky black birds show 
up in the neighborhood of 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue Avenue 
every spring. ' Starlings ap- 
parently have * something 
against white paint and those 
who work in or near white 
structures. 

This has been a White House 
problem for many years. This 
spring, latest developments in 
electronic communications are 
being used to influence the 
starlings to go elsewhere with 
their divebombing. 

Sad Noise 

Each afternoon, shortly be- 
fore dusk, loudspeakers hidden 
in trees around the White 
House begin to emit sad noise. 
Theoretically it is the sound of 
starlings in great distress. 

It is virtually impossible to 
project the sound in written 
form, but it is something of a 
scratchy, annoying bleep; an 
off-key screech which can be 
disruptive to the thoughts of 
peace pickets plodding along

The speakers were part of a 
public address system used 
primarily to summon the cars 
of visiting dignitaries. The 
communications people ac- 
quired recordings of starlings in 
distress and squirrels supposed- 
ly in deep trouble, playing the 
tapes through the loudspeaker 
system at selected times of the 
day. 

The White House squirrel: 
were unimpressed. Disrespect- 
fully, they took to sitting on the 
loudspeakers themselves and 
listening Intently as recorded 
squirrel-talk poured forth. 

Starlings apparently got the 
message and would disappear 
for a time. The birds, however, 
never stayed away for very 
long and the battle began again 
as it does each afternoon in this 
spring of the Nixon administra- 
tion.

Salaries 
Adopted 

A salary scale for teachers in 
Twin Falls School District No. 
411 was adopted Monday night, 
showing an increased outlay of 
$43,990 for teacher salaries for 
1970-71. ' 

The scale, negotiated by five 
representatives of the local 
education association and the 
school board, shows salaries 
.ranging from a low of $4,600 for 
teachers withr two years' 
training and 'no experience to 
$8,805 for teachers with Masters 
degrees and 17 years' ex- 
perience. 

An extra step also was in- 
cluded in the scale to benefit 
bteween 40 and 50 teachers who 
fall between the Bachelor 
degree and five years' training 
category. This will see teachers 
with Bachelor's degrees and 15 
hour training receive from 
$5,950 with no experience to 
$8,025 with 17 years' experience.

Why Do New Products 
Fail? Research Needed

NEW YORK (UPI) - Many 
new products fail because they 
are turned out superficially with- 
out real marketing research by 
cynical andambitiousexecutives 
says Prof. Volney Stefflre. 

Stefflre Associates, Inc., of 
Laguna Beach, Calif., and New 
York, deals in new product, 
reseach. Its clients include 
Coca-Cola, General Milss, Proc- 
tor & Gamble, Hunt' Foods and 
Scott Paper. 

•'The fastest way to the top 
of the executive jungle is to 
develop a successful new pro- 
duct for the company, so the 
temptation to try it is "over- 
whelming to the cynical climb- 
er," Stefflre said. "He's going 
to risk the company's money, 
not his own, on the new baby. 
This sort of man always figures 
that if the gamble fails, he can 
blame someon else — the ad 
agency, the marketing men, the 
company's designing depart- 
ment or even the production 
people."

Further Ambitions 

Stfflre said far more new 
products are brought to mar- 
ket to further the ambitions of 
executives in position to ramrod 
them through than for any 
other reason. 

"New products that come to 
market because there 's a definite 
need for them or because they 
are a real improvement over 
what's already available are 
. comparatively rare," he said. 
■ ^Unfortunately, he added, the 
ambitious executive often is in 
too big a hurry to do careful 
research on the new product or 
have it done. He hopes to get 
a promotion just for getting 
started on the new product, 
leaving somebody else to have 
to carry the project through. If 
it's a success, he gets credit for 
originating it; if it's a flop, the 
subordinate who was left to 
struggle" with the new baby can 
take the rap. 

Tacit agreement with profes- 
sore Stefflre 's views can be 
deduced from the January issue 
of the Rumrill-Hoyt Reflections 
published by the Bumrlll-Hoyt 
advertising agency. ' 
Costly Game 

Rumrill-Hoyt says too many 
executives persuade their com- 
panies to play a costly "num- 
bers game" in gambling on new 
products. The executive tells his 
board the market for dinguses 
is x-million dollars, so "if we 
come out with a new dingus 
that looks different, we easily 
can get 5 to 10 per cent of 
that — "even if we're wrong, 
we'll get half that much." 

But the record shows, says 
Pt"nrill-Hoyt, and professor 
Stefflre agrees, that even if you 
get a fat piece of the market 
on the initial sales of a bad 
new product, you won't get re- 
peat orders. You won't recover 
development costs and your com- 
pany will get a. black eye. 

Rumrill-Hoyt said ambitions 
executives are just as foolish 
in sometimes ignoring a possibly 
good product because they think 
the market for it is too small. 
"Someone else, looking at the 
same little market, will turn out 
a product that will make the 
market grow by 500 per cent 
in a hurry," it said.

, NEW YORK — i NEA i - A 
well-worn Wall Street story 
concerns the visitor who was 
being given a- tour of the 
New York financial district 
At one point, along the har- 
bor waterfront, the guide 
gestured toward dozens of 
gleaming white cruisers ly- 
ing in their slips 

"These." he said with vi- 
carious pride. are the 
brokers' yachts." 

The visitor regarded them 
lor a moment And where." 
he asked, "are the custom- 
ers'iyachts'" 

Today, the story would 
provoke only hollow laugh- 
ter, if any. al^ng Wall Street 
or the other streets of Amer- 
ica where brokers congre- 
gate. For brokers, along with 
their customers, have been 
hard hit by the steep market 
decline of 1969 and early '70 
Stock prices sank to their 
lowest levels since 1963 < 
Not since the black days of 
1929 has the brokerage com- 
munity been so wracked by 
troubles and uncertainty. 
And the man on Main Street. 
U.S.A.— increasingly sophis- 
ticated about managing his 
finances, and initiated into 
making nest eggs grow 
through prudent investment 
—has a stake in Wall 
Street's problems 

Some smaller firms had 
closed their doors without 
exciting too much concern, 
but a shock wave hit Wall 
Street when one of it major 
brokerage houses. McDon- 
nell fi Co.. announced a few 
days ago that it was folding. 

"'Some of the biggest and 
richest houses had earlier 
"reported huge losses for the 
past vear. Customers 
men" have been laid off for 
lack of customers A number 
of old and well-established 
brokerage houses have been 
forced into mergers or have 
gone begging for money to 
avert collapse 

A symptom of even deeper 
trouble, however, was the re- 
cent decision of a major 
brokerage and investment 
firm to sell its seat on the 
"Bio Board"— the New York 
Stock Exchange Its explana 
tion was. in effect: "We don't 
need the stock exchange pny 
more 

Some sober-sided mem 
bers of the investment com- 
munity predict that the stock 
market, as we have known it 
for more than a century' and 
a half, may become a thine 
of the past. What they are re 
ferring to is the "auction 
market." 

If investor Doakes wants 
to buy shares of a listed 
stuck, his broker (or some- 
one acting for his broker) 
goes to the floor of the stock 
exchange and walks to a cer- 
tain post wheVe the stock is 
traded. Here he finds other 
brokers representing Doe. 
Jones and Brown, who own 
shares of this stock and want 
to sell 

TDoakes' broker enters a 
bid— let's say 37V« (dollars ) 
per share. The brokers who 
represent the sellers haV*. 
been offering the stock at 38 
— and 37?? isn't close enoughs , 
to their asking price. 
Doakes' broker, therefore, 
raises his bid to 37^) and 
Brown's broker says "sold." 
It's basically little different 
from the familiar American 
auction of household goods. 
The prices of stocks are de- 
termined- by what a buyer 
will bid and what a seller is 
willing to accept. 

- Why do some feel Uie ex- 
istence of this auction mar- 
ket may be threatened? The 
key words in the explanation 
are "institutional investor." 

Until recently, the greater 
part of any day's trading 
volume was accounted for by 
individual buyers and sellers 
like Doakes, ,Jones and 
Brown. Then along came the 
institutional investor— mu- 
tual funds, trusts, union and 
-* * ■ ** . . 

f unus, utu- 



tions— many with hundreds 
of millions in assets: They 
buy nnd sell, not a few 
shares at a time, but 
"blocks" often priced . in the 
. hundreds of thousands. 

The institutional investor 
has displaced the individual 
as the major factor in the 
market and now accounts 
for most of the trading " The 
economic base of the securi- 
ties business has shifted.'" 
says Wallace C L a t o u r. 
senior managing partner of 
Francis 1 duPont & Co The 
effects on the mechanisms 
of trading have been two- 
fold 

First, the institutional in- 
vestor is much more profit- 
able to a broker There's not 
a great deal more work, or 
expense, in handling a trans- 
action for 10 000 shares than 
in buying or selling 50 The 
commission, however, is im- 
mensely greater. 

Brokerage houses have 
been looking hard at the rea- 
sons for the crushing losses 
many suffered last year 
They've found, they say. 
that' generally spiraling 
costs, plus those of the auto- 
mation and computerization 
they're being forced into, 
now make a single transac- 
tion so costly that they're 
simply losing money every 
time the "little fellow" buys 
or sells. 

Robert W. Haack. presi- 
dent of the New York Stock 
Exchange, says that four of 
every 10 member firms of 
the exchange who deal in in- 
dividual accounts ^ost monev 
ip the first half of 1969. So 
there's a proposal from the 
Big Board, now before fed- 
eral regulatory authorities, 
for heavy increases in com- 
missions" or» small transac- 
tions—generally less than 200 
shares 

The cost of having even 
ion shares of a low-priced 
Mock, for example, would 
more than double Many 
small investors would find 



the new commission rates 
punitive or prohibitive. 

A second effect of institu- 
tional trading has resulted, at 
the same time, in a proposal 
to cut commissions on large 
transactions The reason: 
More and more of the insti- 
tutional investors' big-block 
trades arc not being made in j 
the open auction market, on 
the floor of the exchanges. ! 
but are privately arranged 
by investment firms special- 
izing in such dealings. 

Some of the firms have 
been hinting not only that 
they no longer need a seat 
on the exchange', but find 
themselves hindered by the j 
exchange's regulations 

If the institutional inves- 
tors find they don't need, 
the exchange— and the ex- 
change, meanwhile, has shut 
the door on large numbers of : 
individual buyers and sellers | 
—what does the stock mar- : 
ket. as we've known it, do I 
for customers then? ■ And 
how are prices to be deter- j 
mined without the mecha- 1 
msm of the auction? 

fine suggested solution is I 
to allow the institutions ; 
themselves to own stock ex- i 
change seats.

Probably most of the ju- 
dicious observers in the in- 
vestment world don't believe, 
just now. that it's all quite 
ready , to come to this. But 
certainly the currents of 
change are boiling down 
Wall Street.

' America's space (lights 
may be. in for a bad trip. 

. This is the conclusion of a 
leading scientist at the Na- 
tional Aeronautics .and Space 
Administration (NASA) after 
hearing about President Nix- 
on's budget-trimming orders. 

He said: "The future 
really looks bleak. I'm afraid 
all our plans are going to 
have to be reconsidered— 
and a lot of hopes dashed." 

His feelings are confirmed 
by the latest National Gilbert 
Youth Poll in a national sur- 
vey. 

Originally, the two mis- 
sions in 1969. Nos. ll and 
12, were to have been fol- 
lowed by eight more manned 
landings, concluding with 
Apollo 20 in 1972. 

However, budgetary con- 
siderations' have a I r e'a d t 
forced the last flight (No. 20 1 
to be canceled and the rest 
of the flights to be slretchfb 
out for an additional two 
years to 197-1. 

Many space officials are 
fearful that many othtr 
space projects — inciuding a 
landing on Mars within (he 
next 10 or 20 years — arc in 
jeopardy. 

In order to determine the 
reaction of young Americans 
to the space program. The 
National Gilbert Youth Poll 
surveyed over 5.000 young 
people (ages 14-25) in high 
school, college and out-of- 
school across the country. 

When asked whether pres- 
ent financial allocations for 
the space program should be 
increased, maintained at 
their current level, or de- 
creased, almost two-thirds of 
the nation's youths favored 
reductions, one-quarter 
thought they should stay at 
their present level, and only 
slightly more than eight per 
cent thought they should be 
increased. 

Still more unpromising 
was the fact that less than 
half of the respondents felt 



that the program had any 
importance at all 

Female respondents, in ' 
what may very well be a 
manifestation of the "purse- 
string" syndrome, were no- 
ticeably more' turned off on 
the space program. They 
outpaced their male" counter- 
parts in advocating budgel 
cuts and in general viewed 
with a singular lack of ap- 
preciation any of man's ex- 
traterritorial activities. 

Older respondents (22 and 
over) displayed a more be- 
nign attitude toward (he 
space program — but hard 
ly enough to overcome the 
general indifference. Region- 
ally, southi n respondents 
led the oth parts of the 
country in insidering the 
space p :iam important 
but lagge'' dehind when it 
came to ei inrsing increased 
financial nidations 

^ Those wh > favored budget 
cuts in the >paee program 
allocations Were asked what 
.they woilld rather see the 
money used for. More than 
half felt that the money 
saved should go to various 
poverty programs. Another 
large segment ( 15 per cent l 
favored increased assistance 
to educational programs, and 
29 per cent suggested public 
assistance programs suclj as 
urban renewal, better hous- ' 
ing. and attacks on other so- 
cial ill's in the United States. 

The opinions of the rest of 
those whq favored budget 
cuts in the space program 
splintered into recommenda- 
tions for assistance to job 
training, medical research, 
antipollution programs, end- 
ing the war in Vietnam and 
lowering taxes. 

The findings of the Gilbert 
National Probability Sample, 
which surveys thousands of 
young people across the 
country, are projectable to 
the entire population of the 
nation within that age group
